The charge of the theft of secret 
formulae from the Fung Keong 
Rubber Company preferred against 
Cheung Kwok-wai was withdrawn at | 
the opening of the bearing this 
morning before Mr. E. WwW, Hamilton | 
at the Central Magistracy this 
morning, charges of the theft of 

* yundles of papers and books contain- 
ing formulae, and the theft of rub- 
her samples being substituted. \ 

After the case for the prosecution 
was opened by Mr. Horace Lo, and 
evidence was given by Mr. Fung 
Yat-hing, works manuger. the case 

I was adjourned. - . . 
Mr. D. L. Strellett is appearing 
for the defendant, 
Opening his cuse, Mr, Lo snid: 
“The complainant In this case is the 
“Tate employer of the accused. On 
September 18, 1929, the accused en- 
tered the employment ‘of the Fung

> "vices, this agreement providing for 
certain terms, and it is quite clear 
from the agreement ‘Uhat the accused 
cannot take anything away from tlie 
factory.”
